4. COMMENT: ARAMENDI 'S ARREST BY A SINGLE UNIFORMED 

POLICE CORPORAL IS ONE OF THE MORE UNUSUAL BEGINNINGS OF 
A DISAPPEARANCE THAT HAS COME TO OUR ATTENTION. WE ARE 
TRYING TO GET MORE INFORMATION ON THIS CASE, FIRST BY 
USING POLICE CONTACTS. 

5. ^ WITH REGARD TO OTHER AUGUST DISAPPEARANCES, A 
WESTERN DIPLOMAT HAS CONFIDED TO US THAT INTERIOR MINISTER 
HARGUINDEGUY TOLD HIM ON AUGUST 30 THAT "I KNOW EXACTLY 

WHERE THE AUGUST DISAPPEAREDS ARE." THE MINISTER WENT ON 

TO SUGGEST THAT THE ARRESTS WERE JUSTIFIED BY THE
